AMERICA INVITES CALAMITY 





Excerpts from Radio Broadcast by Mer- 
win K. Hart, President of National Econ- 
omic Council, Inc., over the Mutual Broad- 
casting System, October 22, 1946 at 10:15 


Yes, America is inviting calamity -- By 
supinely submitting to wrong and injustice. 
Let us take Grover Cleveland’s warning 
to our hearts. America is submitting to 
wrong and injustice because her people are 
confused. All too few realize what is tak- 
ing place. 


But those who listen to the Upton Close 
Broadcasts .. _ _ _ are Surely aware that 
our beloved country is in real danger of 
passing under complete control of Soviet 
Russia. 

Though the Soviet was set up in 1917, 
the United States did not recognize it as a 
government until 1933, and that recogni- 
tion was based upon the express promise of 


Soviet Russia that it would CEASE its 


Communist. propaganda in the United 
States, ; 


But Russia never even-pretended to keep 
this promise, In fact, so openly was the 
promise violated that in 1935 our State 
Department made open protest to Moscow. 
That protest was the last -- and Russia did 
nothing about it. Our government never 
mentioned it again, and Soviet spies in 
the United States redoubled their efforts. 


Ever since then, Stalin’s Soviet Govern- 
ment has gone right ahead with its plan to 
subjugate the United States. And now, 
they even dare tell us over the Moscow 
Radio how we should vote! 


For many years little attention was paid 
to those who, like ourselves, warned Am- 
erica of the Communist danger. Though 
plenty of evidence was available to prove 
Russia’s intent, yet it attracted the serious 
attention of relatively few Americans, 


Clare Booth Luce, just back from Europe, 
in a radio address on May 29 of last year 
said that every government in Central Eu- 
rope was controlled directly or indirectly 
by Moscow-minded rulers: That this had 
been accomplished in large part by the li. 
quidation of all Anti-Communists, and by 
the putting of guns, money and food into 
the hands of discontented minority groups 
which would agree to adopt a Soviet pro- 
gram, 

Kravchenko, a former high Soviet of- 
ficial who walked out of the Soviet pur- 
chasing commission in Washington, has 
helped in the awakening. He felt he owed 
it to the world to disclose the Soviet plan 
of Aggression. This he did in early 1946 in 
his book entitled I CHOSE FREEDOM.

REPORTS COMING indirectly from the 
Kremlin show that Stalin was once more 
enchanted by the voice and pen of Henry A.

‘atomic bomb policy. It was on the occasion, 


at the N. Y. Times Book Fair, when he cred- 
ited “Das Kapital’, a book he had ‘only 
read about”, with having inspired world 


Communism and Fascism, He proved him- . 


self to be as far from understanding the 
influence of Marx’s economic classic as he 
was from properly evaluating Bernard M. 
Baruch’s report on international control of 
atomic energy. This irresponsible action on 
the part of our former Secretary of Com- 
merce seems worthwhile relating to readers 
of this column now that he is to edit the 
Marxian New Republic, But first let us ex- 
amine the book. 


DAS KAPITAL is a serious attempt on 
the.part of Marx te present the laws that 
underlie the production and exchange of 
commodities in a capitalistic society, It is 
an analysis of the source of economic value. 
Therein Marx outlined in minute detail, 
with algebraic formulae, the process that 
causes commodities to become the “uni- 
veal equivalent,” money; the conversion 
of money into “constant capital” (machin- 
ery, materials, etc.), and “variable capital” 
(labor power); and the creation as well as 
appropriation of ‘surplus value”, Das Kap- 
ital is a cataclysmic theory that purports to 
prove scientiically, the inevitability of ec- 
onomic class struggles which he claims are 
certain to climax in the “expropriation of 
the expropriators,” as Darwin’s theory of 
“natural selection’ demonstrates that the 
troglodyte after ages of struggle, was trans- 
formed into man, 








THE BOOK is an endeavor to prove that 
collective ownership of the means of pro- 
duction and exchange through confiscation, 
would inevitably come in a highly indus- 
trialized and mechanized country. But “So- 
cialism realized,” as Stalin designated the 
U.S.S.R., came in an agricultural country 
in which over 80 per cent of the people 
were peasants. This cock-sure “scientific” 
prediction of Karl Marx, the climax of the 
“surplus value’ theory in Das Kapital, 
went the Darwinian inanity, “natural selec- 
tion.” into the museum of intellectual an- 
tiquities. That is why Ernest Untermann, 


who translated the American edition of Das 


Kapital from the German. into English, said 
that Marxism is no longer valid, that ‘not 
only the Marxian theory of value and sur-

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plus value, but the whole Marxian theory 
of the effect of Capitalist development in 
different social classes and their conscious- 
nessewhich has been outmoded by economic 
progress in the United States, 





WALLACE: After expressing the well 
established claim that the formation of Das 
Kapital in the mind of Marx was due to “the 
forces which Darwin, Adam Smith and 
John Stuart Mill let loose in the biological 
and economic world, combined with those 
originated by Hegel in the philosophical 
world.” Mr, Wallace told the N. Y. Times 
Book Fair audience that “whether we like 
it or not, everyone in the world today is 
different because of Das Kapital. Without 
Das Kapital (said he) there would have 
been neither the Communist nor the Fascist 
experiments. All of us today are under the 
shadow of Das Kapital more than any other 
book of the nineteenth century.” 





DAS KAPITAL never inspired any revo- 
lutionary experiment. It is a book that only 
one Socialist or Communist out of a hun- 
dred understands. During years of associa- 
tion with Socialists, and the conduct of a 
Karl Marx Class in association with the late 
Mrs, Martha Moore Avery, its Director, this 
columnist never met anyone who became 
a Socialist through the study of Das Kapital. 
The “book of the nineteenth century all 
of us are under the shadow of,” the book 
“to which Communism and Fascism ‘can 
be traced,” is not Das Kapital, as Mr. Wal- 


lace claimed, rather is it the “Communist 
Manifesto,” the credo of Communism, writ- 
ten by Marx in collaboration with Frederich 
Engels. It was the Communist Manifesto 
that brought “the shadow”, like a pall, 
over the world. It was called the “Com- 
munist” instead of the Socialist ‘Manifest,’ 
in order to distinguish “scientific Socialism” 
(which is unscientific) from the sentimental 
Socialism of Fourier, Owen and others. It 
was the Communist Manifesto that taught 
the Lenin - Trotsky - Stalin - Molotov enemy 
of Christian society how to play the now- 
you-see-it-and-now-you-don’t tactical game 
of the Marxists that leads the uninformed to 
revolution; the tactics that guided Stalin 
when he started World War II in union with 
Hitler, and then zigzagged to the other side 
against his political bed-fellow, after they 
shared the loot (Poland). It was the Com- 
munist Manifesto from which the Socialists 
got their fiery, attractive, stirring slogan, 
“Workingmen of the world unite; you have 
nothing to lose but your chains, and a world 
to win”, Evidently those who use the slogan 
today must think it is “nothing to lose” re- 
ligious, political, educational 'and industrial 
liberties, of which over 300 million persons 
are deprived in the Land-of-Socialism-Applied 
and its puppet states, 


LET US HOPE, for the sake of right | 
reason and true history, that the new editor 
of the “New Republic” will read the books 
he writes about, and thus avoid being con- 
sidered irresponsible in the future.

-. -- -. Now any American would recog- 
nize a long-haired Bolshevik with a ham- 
mer and sickle on his hat and a smoking 
gun in his hand. But most Americans do 
not recognize the slyer, slicker, more im 
direct signs of Communism. They do not 
recognize bears in sheep’s clothing, 


Consider an example: Early in the war 
Congress adopted price control, while as- 
suring the American people it would be 
abandoned after the war. You know what 
has followed -- How American Communists 
and Collectivists, and other Leftists, have 
fought to keep the OPA controls, Last 
August the chains were re-forged and the 
shackles re-applied. For price control, rigid 
and permanent, is an essential part of the 
Communist program, which constantly seeks 
more and more control over the individual. 


The freedom-foving American people re- 
fused to be bound by this Communistic 
scheme of price control, which was utterly 
needless, and worse than useless in peace- 
time. Many did not understand what influ- 
ence was behind it, even when they rose in 
revolt. But the revolt drove the President to 
abandon it. 


Communists are clever, They know that 
even now a frontal attack by Communists 
would make no headway in America. So 
they sugar-coat their doctrines. They don’t 
leave their propagandizing to rough fel- 
lows. They seek out respectable groups 
for fellow-travellers --- often groups of high 
standing in their intentions and motives -— 
and get them to do their work. 


At the instance of this alien-minded gen- 
try, Leftist groups have been formed within 
many religious organizations, and one such 
religious organization has a_ so-called 
“Church League for Industrial Democracy,” 
whose cardinal principle is ‘Production for 
Use and Not for Profit.” These words read 
well --- they seem filled with sweetness and 
light. But they state a cardinal principle of 
the Communist Party --- namely, the elim- 
ination of property and profit. 

Last week 122 religious leaders, on the 
liberal or Leftist side, announced an eight- 
point program, This, too, reads well. But 
its eight points add up to an endorsement 
of some of the most important principles 
of Communism. .. — -. . Those principles, 
enacted into law, would end the American 
republic. We would have in its place a 
country ready and ripe to be forced into 
the Union of Soviet Socialistic Republics. 

So you see that we in America need to 
wake up further. On every side we have 
writers, commentators, preachers, and play- 
wrights who in more or less veiled fashion 
are plugging for principles that would mean 


our enslavement. 

Listen, my friends, the founding fathers 
of this country set up the first system of 
free government in all history. That gov- 
ernment released energies --- mental, moral 
and spiritual --- which in 150 years have 
transformed our lives. Standards of life 
and living theretofore undreamed of were 
attained. ‘Those energies brought benefits 
to the whole world. During this period every 
American knew that his success in life de- 
pended upon his own efforts, 

So we have in this country the greatest 
aggregate of individual imagination, am- 
bitict and accomplishment.the “world has

ever seen. 

And as you well know, this American 
enerov, horn of freedam, was ahle during 
the past five years to equip both itself and 
its allies with most of the equipment needed 
to fight the war.

terprise --- our country will so sink in a 
tangle of Leftist red tape that it will be easy 
prey for military conquest? : 

Look around you today _ _ — our gov- 
ernment, in which Communists or Com- 
munistic sympathizers have found public 
office, is bogged down. Taxation is draining 
our strength. Private enterprise, both small 
and great, is handicapped by, the burdens 
imposed by almost countless government 
bureaus. We see waste all around us. Com- 
munistic influences have imposed upon us 
tyrannical labor laws completely destroying 
the independence of the individual worker. 
That is why we have strikes on every hand. 

Soviet fellow-travellers and sympathizers 
are quick to smear any person who raises 


his voice for the America of our Fathers. . 


Our system of education is permeated with 
attacks ‘against’ our ‘Ameritan ast and 
against those who believe- that since that 
past was great, we should adhere to the 
principles upon wifich it was built. The 
great American Constitution is rarely ever 
mentioned. We are even leaving God out 
of our lives, as completely as he was left out 
of thé United Nations Conference in San 
Francisco in 1945. 

So here we stand today. Unless the peo- 
ple rise promptly and demand that the Am- 
erica that was theirs be given back to them, 
in spite of the partial awakening that has 
taken place, the freedom of this country may 
be lost. 

But I do not believe it is going to be lost. 
Nothing can stop a trend. There is a great 
and growing trend today against the alien 
influence. There is growing resentment 
against those who decry America. 

All of you who are listening are busy 
people. Yet however busy you are, you 
have no problem so great as the need for 
you to decide whether you will submit to 
Communism and slavery. 

Whether we continue to be dragged down 
into Communism, ‘or escape it, will depend 
upon you --- you individual citizens. For 
any President, any Congress, will do what 
an overwhelming number of citizens de- 
mands, ; 

Therefore | leave this problem to you. 


You millions of loyal Americans control 


your own destiny. You have only to inform 
yourselves, _. _ — - 

This great country is slow to wrath. But 
today its wrath is rising. It is growing sick 
of Leftist smears of men and women who 
are smeared because they prefer their own 
America before all else. 

With your help, Communism and all its 
works can presently be swept from the land. 

And we will return to.the faith of our 
fathers,

Absolutely not _ _ _ This 
paper is set up and operated at night because 
we have to make a living with other jobs. 
Our Sundays and holidays are spent on the 
same monotonous grind so it will be a suc- 
cess. The writer knows what regimentation 
means to the lives of men because he spent 
almost four years as a regimented Marine.
